United States that goes to wante just as t o 
Borne of those far awny tropical streaois 
you read aboat. All travelers in Colornc a 
know of the interesting Veta pads, in tt e 
southern part of tbe state, by which tl a 
rjiilroad finds its way over the Sangre c e 
Criato range Into the great dry plain of 
Ban Luis. At the western gate of th a 
pasa standti tbe tallest mounbala in Colora- 
lio, Sierra Blanco, about 14,420 feet in alti- 
tude. Veta pass opens south of this peak. 


North of it ia an opening into another 


paas, now almost forgotten, called Mosca 
pass by the Spanish settlers, who former-v 
used it a great deal. It U tbe gorge of !a 
tiouutaiu stream which comes clattering 
down from the snowy heights of the central 
range, gathering contributions from eacJi 
slope until, when it reaches the open val- 
ley among the foothills, it IB a noisy aim 
powerful torrent.

It U abmetlmefl H difficult mntter for a 


amall family to find HO economics piece of 
•beef for roasting. A rib roast Is Dot to be 
thought of, unlesH it weighs from ten to 
twelve poundfl, Or eveii more U It Is cut 
from heavy prime beef. It IH true one may 
purchase a single rib and get 
n. roast of 


smaller weight, but this gives 30 large a 
cut surface from which the juices of the 
meat will flow and so thin a roast in pro- 
portion to its size that it is impossible to 
cook it properly and save the! juipea of the 
meat. 
! 


People very often purchase a .porterhouse 


roast and pay the extra price now charged 
for this cut in 6rder to secure u roast of 
proper , thickness, which may be nerved 
rich .and rare without perceptible loss of 
the juices which are the stamina of the 
meat. 'There is no objection 'to the porter- 
house roaeti except that it IB M very ex- 
pensive) one, as ft requires.seven or eight 
pounds to give proper thickness to this or 
almost any roasting piece. This' leaves a 
large amount of meat which has^ cost too 
much to be made over, as it must DC, Into 
rechauffes. 


There are several other cuts which coat 


considerab iy less and make a rott-nt fully 
as well flavored and tender. The top of 
the sirloin, which the butcher will usually 
cut with but a small portion of the tough 
end adhering to it, makes an excellent 
roasting piece and costs five or juix cents 
less a pound than a porterhouse roast. It 
is also an economical piece to bu.y because 
|t has K very simU percentage of bone. The 
leg-o'-mutton piece, which is cut opt of the 
fore quarter, &nd the cross rib ronqt are ex- 
cellent roastiig pieces, which possess ihe 
requisite thickness, are equally well fla- 
vored and coat considerably leas than a 
porterhouse roast.—New York Tribune. , 


Some liites of Sawdust. 


There is a popular slang expression, 


"Out for tbe sawdust," Which will apply 
to a peculiar business very little known 
even in New York. It is sawdust, and the 
man who is out for it makes a d,&i\y trip 
frow the sawmills somewhere across the 
Hudson or en the Brooklyn shore and 
brings it in bcrrels for cousumptijn in ihe 
metropolis. It retails fortwenty-nvecentsn 
barrel here. The most of this sawdust 
goes to the butcher shops, where it la 
spread over tbe floor fresh every morning 
and emits a sweet, piney smell jaiuL ab- 
sorbs the bad odors and dropping*. Much 
of it goes to ol(l fashioned chophousea 
that still preserve the old time sawdust 
•floor, while the big fashionable hptels use 
considerable for cleaning purposes, it be- 
ing moistened and sprinkled on the tiled 
floors before they are swept, thus laying 
the dust witiout wetting the marble.-1-
